Col. Robert O. Ingkrsoll Is a keen 
observer. He was recently asked 
whether he thought the new Congress

|a the difference in wages between tlii- 
and competing countries on maim 
factured goods that we can make in toll 
country or which are luxuries, but ad 
niits free all non-competing raw materi 
alt that will aid our manufacturers. In 
making an average of the duties upon 
all our imports it would be manifestly 
unfair to omit the value of the raw 
sugar that we import and which is 
free, while including the values Of for- 
eign manufactured goods. 

It will be seen by the foregoing that 
the McKinley Act has reduced the aver- 
age ad valorem rates of duty on both 
free and dutiable (MM to ILSB per cent, 
last year, as compared with MM per 
cent, in MM, and MM per cent, in 
1871. The per capita of duty collected 
in ttfti was f-.i 74. whereas iu MM it 
was only M M, a decrease of 78 ceuts 
for every man. woman and 
child in the country.
